The History of Sur- 
gery Lecture, sponsored by the Advisory 
Council for Neurological Surgery, makes its 
debut on Monday afternoon. Dale C. Smith, 
PhD, will speak on “Appendicitis, Appendec- 
tomy: The Development of Modern Surgery.” 
On Wednesday afternoon, the first Distin- 
guished Lecture of the International Society 
of Surgery will be presented by Sir Roy Yorke 
Caine, MB, BS, FRCS(Eng), FRS, FACS(Hon). 
Professor Caine will talk about “Future Pros- 
pects in Organ Transplantation.” 

The week’s meetings will culminate with the 
awarding of Fellowship in the College to over 
1,500 Initiates at the Convocation ceremonies. 

The Clinical Congress is greater than the sum 
of its parts, largely because of the extraordi- 
nary cooperation displayed by College staff, ACS 
committees, and attendees. Let me personally 
thank those individuals who make this meeting 
happen, and extend to each attendee my best 
wishes for a productive meeting.

Opening Ceremony lecture 

Dr. Loop to discuss George W. Crile 


F loyd D. Loop, MD, FACS, will 
deliver the Opening Cer- 
emony Lecture of this year’s 
Clinical Congress on Monday 
morning at 9:30 in La Nouvelle Or- 
leans Ballroom BC of the New Orleans 
Convention Center. Dr. Loop will dis- 
cuss “Dr. George W. Crile: The Fa- 
ther of Physiologic Surgery.” 

Dr. Loop is chairman, board of gov- 
ernors, and executive vice-president 
of The Cleveland Clinic Foundation, 
Cleveland, OH. He received an MD 
degree in 1962 from George Washing- 
ton University, Washington, DC, where 
he also performed his internship and 
residency. Dr. Loop served as a gen- 
eral surgeon at Andrews Air Force 
Floyd D. Loop, MD, FACS Base in Washington, DC, from 1964 



to 1966, and then returned to George 
Washington University and The Cleve- 
land Clinic foundation to complete his 
residency in thoracic and cardiovas- 
cular surgery. 

In 1970 be began his professional 
affiliation with The Cleveland Clinic 
Foundation, in 1975 became chairman 
of the department of thoracic and car- 
diovascular surgery, and in 1989 as- 
sumed his present positions. 

Dr. Loop is a member of many pro- 
fessional societies, including: the 
American Association for Thoracic 
Surgery, American College of Cardi- 
ology, American College of Chest Phy- 
sicians, American Heart Association, 
American Society for Artificial Inter- 
nal Organs, American Trauma Soci- 


ety, and The Cleveland Surgical Soci- 
ety. He has been a Fellow of the ACS 
since 1973, and currently serves on 
the Board of Governors as a Specialty 
Society Governor from the American 
Association for Thoracic Surgery. He 
is also a member of the Governors’ 
Committee to Study the Fiscal Affairs 
of the College and of the Advisory 
Council for Cardiothoracic Surgery. 

In addition to his many published 
contributions to the field of cardiac 
surgery, Dr. Loop also serves on the 
editorial boards of several journals, 
including: the Journal of the Ameri- 
can College of Cardiology, American 
Journal of Cardiology, The Cleveland 
Clinic Journal of Medicine, Journal of 
Cardiac Surgery, and Perfusion. 


Audience response system 
introduced for PG #1 


General Sessions 


The Pre-and Postoperative Care Com- 
mittee of the College is planning to 
introduce a computerized audience 
response system in conjunction with 
Postgraduate Course (PG) #1. En- 
titled “Critical Care: ICU Care Con- 
troversies,” the course will review 15 
specific controversies regarding the 
care of surgical patients in the in- 
tensive care unit, ranging from clini- 
cal management to fundamental 
questions of who should be “in 
charge” of the patient. 

In order to increase audience in- 
volvement and improve educational 
benefits, a computerized interactive 
response system will allow all partici- 
pants to respond to the same ques- 
tions put to the speakers and register 
their opinions regarding patient man- 


agement. The system consists of a 
state-of-the-art central computer that 
is programmed to receive, interpret, 
collate, and quickly display responses 
to multiple-choice questions posed by 
the faculty. The responses of the au- 
dience will be viewed immediately on 
a central monitor. 

This innovative teaching format, 
which is provided by the Denver- 
based company of IRIS (Instantaneous 
Response Interactive System), is be- 
ing used at the Clinical Congress for 
the first time. Evaluation of the ef- 
fectiveness of this interactive system 
by course participants will determine 
its future use at the annual meeting. 

The chairman for “Critical Care: ICU 
Care Controversies,” is Anthony A. 
Meyer, MD, FACS, Chapel Hill, NC.

Gail Wilensky to discuss 
direction of health care 


O n Monday morning Gail 
Wilensky, PhD, Washing- 
ton, DC, will deliver the 
American Urological Asso- 
ciation Lecture, “Health Care-Which 
Direction?" Dr. Wilensky is the Deputy 
Assistant to the President for Policy 
Development, and as such advises the 
President on health and welfare issues. 

Dr. Wilensky is a nationally recog- 
nized expert on a wide range of health 
policy issues and has published exten- 
sively on health economics and other 
policy issues. She previously served as 
Administrator of the Health Care Financ- 
ing Administration, where she directed 
the Medicare and Medicaid programs 
and was responsible for instituting re- 
forms in physician payment, hospital 
capital costs, and Medicaid financing. 

Prior to her HCFA appointment. Dr. 
Wilensky was vice-president of health 
affairs at Project HOPE, an international 
health foundation. She has taught eco- 
nomics and public policy at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and George Washington 
University. Dr. Wilensky has also held 
research appointments in the Public 
Health Service, the Urban Institute, and

Dr. Magovern to talk on skeletal muscle 



George J. Magovern, MD, FACS 


G eorge J. Magovern, MD, 
FACS, will present the John 
H. Gibbon, Jr., Lecture on 
Monday at 3:30 pm. Dr. 
Magovern will examine “Skeletal 
Muscle: Genetic Transformation and 
Satellite Cells-A Future Biological 
Power Source in Surgery.” 

Dr. Magovern has been chairman 
of the department of surgery at Al- 
legheny General Hospital, Pittsburgh, 
PA, for more than 20 years. He is also 
chairman and professor of surgery at 
the Allegheny Campus of the Medical 
College of Pennsylvania (Pittsburgh). 

He received a medical degree from 
Marquette University, Milwaukee, WI, 
in 1947. For the next two years, he 


served an internship at Kings County 
Hospital in New York. After conclud- 
ing a surgical residency at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital and New York 
Down State Medical Center in 1953, 
he completed a residency in thoracic 
and cardiovascular surgery at George 
Washington University, Washington, 
DC, in 1957. 

Since joining Allegheny General 
Hospital in 1959, Dr. Magovern has 
pioneered numerous clinical and re- 
search developments: he performed 
the first heart valve replacement in 
Pennsylvania, as well as the second 
lung transplant in the world, and he 
developed the Magovern-Cromie 
sutureless heart valve, which reduces 


the time needed for heart valve re- 
placement. Dr. Magovern’s research 
team at Allegheny has developed a 
prototype nuclear-powered artificial 
heart. 

Dr. Magovern is the author or co- 
author of more than 170 papers, and 
he has lectured at more than 180 semi- 
nars and conferences. He is a past 
president of the Society of Thoracic 
Surgeons and a member of the Resi- 
dency Review Committee for Thoracic 
Surgery and the American Board of 
Thoracic Surgery. Dr. Magovern has 
served and held leadership positions 
in more than 20 medical societies, and 
he is currently a member of the ACS 
Board of Governors. 


Clinical Congress offers nine named lectures 


T his year the ACS Clinical Con- 
gress program features nine 
named lectures. Following is 
a brief history of each lecture 
and an update of this year’s speakers 
and topics. 

The American Urological Associa- 
tion (AUA) Lecture was first deliv- 
ered in 1967 by Dr. Paul S. Russell, 
who spoke on “Tissue Immunity and 
Organ Transplantation.” Since then, 
the lecture has covered such diverse 
topics as hypertension, specialty re- 
lations, body responses to weightless- 
ness, health problems in developing 
nations, manpower, and the National 
Institutes of Health. 

Presenting the 1992 AUA lecture 
will be Gail Wilensky, PhD, Wash- 
ington, DC, the former Administra- 
tor of the Health Care Financing 
Administration. Dr. Wilensky is the 
Deputy Assistant to the President of 
Policy Development. On Monday, she 
will discuss “Health Care- Which Di- 
rection?” 

The History of Surgery Lecture, 
sponsored by the Advisory Council 
for Neurological Surgery, debuts this 
year. At the request of the College’s 
Advisory Council for Neurological Sur- 
gery, this lectureship was established 
by the Board of Regents in February 
1990. The purpose of this lecture is 
to present aspects of the history of 
the development of surgery. 

The first History of Surgery Lec- 
ture will be delivered on Monday by 
Dale C. Smith, PhD, associate pro- 
fessor at the Uniformed Services Uni- 
versity of the Health Sciences, 
Bethesda, MD. Dr. Smith will discuss 
“Appendicitis, Appendectomy: The 
Development of Modem Surgery." 

The John H. Gibbon, Jr., Lecture 
was first delivered in 1971 by Dr. 
Michael E. Debakey, who spoke about 
“The Impact of the Development of 


the Heart-Lung Machine on Medicine 
and Its Potentialities.” The lecture was 
established to honor Dr. Gibbon, a 
pioneer of modern open-heart surgery, 
who performed the world’s first suc- 
cessful open-heart operation using a 
machine that totally bypassed the 
heart. 

This year’s Gibbon Lecture will be 
presented on Monday by George J. 
Magovern, MD, FACS. Dr. Magovern 
is the chairman, department of sur- 
gery, at Allegheny General Hospital 
in Pittsburgh, PA. His lecture is titled 
“Skeletal Muscle: Genetic Transforma- 
tion and Satellite Cells-A Future Bio- 
logical Source in Surgery.” 

The Scudder Oration on Trauma 
honors Dr. Charles Locke Scudder, 
an outstanding contributor to the sur- 
gery of trauma and to postgraduate 
education in fractures and dislocations. 
In 1917, he organized the first frac- 
ture service in the United States. 

In 1929, Dr. Scudder delivered the 
first Oration on Fractures at the Clini- 
cal Congress in Chicago, IL. As the 
scope of trauma surgery widened and 
the College’s Committee on Fractures 
became the Committee on Trauma, 
the name of the lecture became the 
Oration on Trauma in 1952, and the 
Scudder Oration on Trauma in 1963. 

On Tuesday, Dr. Erwin R. Thai, MD, 
FACS, will present the 1992 Scudder 
Oration, “Out of Apathy.” Dr. Thai is 
professor of surgery, The University 
of Texas Southwestern Medical Cen- 
ter, Dallas, TX. 

The Ethics and Philosophy Lecture 
debuted at the 1991 Clinical Congress 
in Chicago, IL. John Conley, MD, 
FACS, a New York otorhinolaryn- 
gologist, donated $100,000 to the Col- 
lege to endow a fund that would 
support this lecture. The lectureship 
is presented under the auspices of the 
Committee on Ethics and the Advi- 


sory Council for Otorhinolaryngology. 
Of this lectureship, Dr. Conley has 
said, “I consider ethics and philoso- 
phy to be, in one sense, the essence 
of the medical profession. It is one 
of the things that has been buffeted 
about in the past 20 or 30 years, but 
that has not diminished its essential- 
ity.” 

The first Ethics and Philosophy Lec- 
ture was presented by Leon R. Kass, 
MD, Addie Clark Harding Professor 
in the College of Social Thought at 
the University of Chicago (IL). Dr. 
Kass’ topic was “‘I will Give No Deadly 
Drug’: Why Doctors Must Not Kill.” 
The lecture this year will be deliv- 
ered on Wednesday by H. Tristram 
Engelhardt, Jr., MD, PhD, professor, 
Center for Ethics, Medicine and Public 
Issues, Baylor College of Medicine, 
Houston, TX. Dr. Engelhardt will dis- 
cuss “National Health Care Policy: The 
Moral Issues.” 

The Commission on Cancer 
Oncology Lectureship was first de- 
livered at the 1988 Clinical Congress. 
The establishment of the Oncology 
Lecture was approved by the College’s 
Board of Regents in June of 1987. The 
purpose of the lecture is to present 
current major developments in the 
field of oncology and to emphasize 
the role of the surgeon in the care of 
the cancer patient. The lecturer is con- 
sidered to be a leader in the field of 
oncology who has done outstanding 
work in laboratory research, clinical 
research, or cancer management. 

This year’s Oncology Lecture will 
be presented on Wednesday by Oliver 
H. Beahrs, MD, FACS, Past President 
of the ACS (1988-1989) and profes- 
sor of surgery, emeritus, at the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, MN.

The I. S. Ravdin Lecture in the Ba- 


sic Sciences, sponsored by the I. S. 
Ravdin Surgical Society, was first de- 
livered in 1964 and honors Dr. Ravdin, 
who served as President of the Col- 
lege from 1960-1961. The lecture was 
established by the Board of Regents, 
who believed that it was “essential 
that knowledge in the basic sciences 
which would support surgery should 
be presented to the Fellowship.” 

Presenting this year’s Ravdin Lec- 
ture on Wednesday will be C. Robert 
Valeri, MD, scientific director, Naval 
Blood Research Laboratory, Boston 
(MA) University School of Medicine. 
Dr. Valeri will discuss “Transfusion 
Medicine and Surgical Practice.” 

The Distinguished Lecture of the 
International Society of Surgery was 
established by the Board of Regents 
in June 1990, and the first Distin- 
guished Lecture will be presented at 
this year’s Congress on Wednesday. 
This lectureship was established to 
honor distinguished international sur- 
geons. 

Sir Roy Caine, MB, BS, FRCS(Eng), 
FRS, FACS (Hon), professor of sur- 
gery, University of Cambridge Clini- 
cal School, Cambridge, England, will 
discuss “Future Prospects in Organ 
Transplantation.”

The Crescent City 

New Orleans is the largest city in Louisiana and is one of the world’s busiest 
ports. The sobriquet “Crescent City” refers to the original section of New Or- 
leans — the French Quarter — which lay along a giant curve in the Mississippi 
River. Today, the main part of the city lies between the river on the south and 
Lake Pontchartrain on the north. 

New Orleans is the only major American city that lies below sea level (4 to 6 
feet). Its pumping and drainage system is the most powerful system in the U.S. 
The system’s 112 giant 16-foot screw-type pumps were designed by Baldwin 
Wood and can draw off 25 million gallons of water a day; they are capable of 
emptying Lake Pontchartrain in less than 48 hours. Were they to lay end to 
end, the more than 2,500 miles of underground pipes and conduits would stretch 
from here to Vancouver.

SESAP on display 


SESAP ’92-’93, the seventh edition of 
the Surgical Education and Self-Assess- 
ment Program, will be on display in a 
special booth located in the lobby area 
of the New Orleans Convention Cen- 
ter. The program will be available for 
purchase throughout the week, and 
program authors will be on hand to 
chat with attendees at selected hours. 

Like the previous six editions of the 
College’s distinguished self-assessment 
program, SESAP ’92-’93 includes both 
multiple choice items (MCIs) and pa- 
tient management problems (PMPs).To 
ensure that the material will be as up- 
to-date as possible, SESAP is rewritten 
every two (rather than three) years. 

SESAP includes 450 MCIs in 17 sub- 
ject areas and 10 PMPs. All of the ma- 
terial is derived from current 


information and is clinically applicable 
to the practice of surgery. Two com- 
plete syllabi contain discussions and 
references for all the MCIs and PMPs. 

Participants who return the SESAP 
response materials to the College for 
scoring will earn 85 hours of Category 
1 credit. SESAP is especially valuable 
for those physicians who are prepar- 
ing for certification or recertification 
in general surgery. While the mate- 
rial in SESAP is not used verbatim, 
the content of the MCIs is very simi- 
lar to that of the examination. 

Program fees for SESAP are based 
on membership status and level of 
training. Computer disks in a simple 
MD-DOS format that contain the en- 
tire program are available for an addi- 
tional charge. 


Mock trial begins Monday 


Postgraduate Course #19, “Professional 
Liability/Risk Management and Legal 
Preparedness," which begins Monday, 
is a three-day course that is designed 
to familiarize surgeons with high-risk 
areas of practice and the methods that 
are available to deal with them. 

The first session of the course-a 
mock trial-will be held from 8:30 am 
to 12:00 noon in MR 13-17 of the Con- 
vention Center. The mock trial will be 
conducted under the direction of 
Sharon P. Stiller, JD, and Barry M. 
Manuel, MD, FACS. The case to be 
heard during the mock trial on Mon- 
day will be that of a surgeon who, while 
performing a sigmoid resection for 
adenocarcinoma of the colon (Duke 
C), severed the patient’s left ureter. 

Ian Nisonson, MD, FACS, will serve 


as a defendant. The PRO hearing of- 
ficer will be J. Peter Maselli, MD, 
FACS. A civil jury of six people and 
two alternates will determine the 
defendant’s civil liability for negligence 
— that is, medical malpractice. A grand 
jury of seven individuals will determine 
if there were reasonable grounds to 
believe that the surgeon committed the 
crime of assault either negligently or 
recklessly. A formal level-3 PRO re- 
view will also be conducted. 

Only those individuals who have reg- 
istered for the postgraduate course may 
attend the mock trial.
